Workmen who have been employed 
at the excavation for the cellar of the 
new St. James Lutheran church have 
been surprised to And a large number 
of coins in the ground, some of them 
several feet beneath the surface. 
The coins of youngsters whose pen­ 
nies dropped through the cracks in the 
floor during Sunday School sessions of 
bygone* days are now coming to light 
and cents of many 
years 
hack 
have 
been unearthed. 
Hie uumher of these 
has been 
surprising, 
one 
workman 
alone Anding eight of 
them without 
any special effort. 
A number of those 
employed on the church site have made 
similar Ands and it 
is probable that 
more have disappeared in the ground 
which bas been hauled away. 
A peculiar feature of the lost and 
found coins is that some are buried a 
considerable depth under ground.

Spanish piece of money was on

day unearthed three feet below 
the 
surface where it bad 
been 
for many 
years. 
Just bow it and some more of 
the coins came to lie buried is a matter 
of conjecture.

ELECTROCUTION BILL KILLED 


The execution ot condemned persons 
by means of the electric chair is dead 
for the present session of the Legisla­ 
ture. 
The Morris bill, which passed 
the’House. changing the manner of in­ 
flicting the death penalty from bang­ 
ing to electrocution, was defeated in 
the Senate Tuesday by 21 
“ ayes ’ to 
ll "noes.” The bill thus receives five 
votes short of the twenty six necessary 
to pass it. 
As the bill was defeated 
last week and Tuesday’s vote was the 
second hand o d it. the measuie can 
not tie reconsidered, 
The wardens of 
the two State penitentiaries were op 
posed to the bill, as all electrocutions 
would have taken place in states in­ 
stitutions, which are old and ill adapt­ 
ed to carry out the law. It is tielieved 
that when the new penitentiaries are 
built provision can be made.

Early History of the Grange and 
Its Development. 


Its Purposes Described, Its Csnstitu- 
♦ion Explained, Its Work Outlined, 
With Many Other Particulars and 
Much Other Information For Farm­ 
ers and Others Who Are Not Mem­ 
ber*. 


Query.—Will you kindly state what ar* 
the object* of the gr;«g#, what relation 
do tho national, state and subordinate 
gxflmfcps bear to each other, how many 
degrees are conferred In the grange, what 
disposition is made of the dues and fees 
and any other particulars that would be 
of Interest to a nonmember? 
The above questions, or sim ilar ones, 
were to well answered In a recent 
num ber of the Ohio Farm er that we 
give the reply in substance here, with 
some corrected and added Information: 
Only those Interested In agriculture and 
rural life are entitled to membership. Th* 
grange Is almost half a century old, for 
It was organised Dec. 4. 1W7. The primary 
purpose In tho mind of the founder, O. HL 
Kelley, and his associates was the re- 
heartenlng of southern farm ers who were 
suffering from war s effect, but northern 
farmers took hold of the Idea most read­ 
ily. Tile first sul/ordlnate grange was or­ 
ganised by Mr. Kelley at Fredonia, Chau­ 
tauqua county. N. Y. 
Its life has been 
continuous, and It is now a big and thriv­ 
ing grange of about 400 members. 
New 
York Is now the strongest grange state 
In the Union, having about 96 OOO members 
In over TSO granges. 
“Father” Kelley, a* 
he Is latterly known, now In hie eighties, 
I* yet living id Washington, where as 
clerk In the agricultural department he 
organised the first national grange and a r­ 
ranged tho details of management which 
have remained the b&slc government of 
th* Order to this day. The national grange 
pays Mr. Kelley li mo annually as appre­ 
ciation of hts services to the Order. 
“Father'* Kelley'* Idea and that of hi* 
niece, Miss Caroline Hall, who collabo­ 
rated with him in planning the Order. 
was that tho Order should constitute an 
organisation 
of 
neighborhood 
clubs In 
which farmers and their wives should b* 
fraternally associated for educational and 
social as well as financial benefits, and 
these have always been the ruling charac­ 
teristics of the grange. The real nam* of 
the Order Is Patrons of Husbandry. Th* 
term grange was intended to be used only 
as tho term lodge Is applied to the meet­ 
ings of other orders, but many soon got 
to calling the Order ‘th e grange” and 
I*atrons ••grangers,'* so the custom ha* 
been accepted, and the Order la now gen­ 
erally called th# grange. 
The subordinate grange Is the unit. One 
can be organized with thirteen persons, 
the 
number 
required 
for officer*. 
Of 
these four must be women. 
The other 
nixie may Include both men and women. 
The next division above the subordinate 
grange Is the county grange, usually call­ 
ed the Pomona grange, because this la 
the name of the degree given at this stag* 
of membetship 
Next comes th# stat* 
grange and finally the national grange. 
The officers of every grange, whether sub­ 
ordinate. county, state or national, num­ 
ber thirteen.*#* follows: Master, overseer, 
lecturer, 
secretary, 
treasurer, chaplain, 
steward, assistant steward, lady assistant 
steward, gatekeeper. Ceres. Pomona and 
Flora. 
The Initiatory work Is very impress!*# 
and beautiful when well directed and Ie 
especially appropriate for farm life. Tteia 
work Is divided Into seven degree*, th* 
first 
four 
given 
by 
the 
subordinate 
granges, th* fifth by th* county, sixth by 
tbs stats and seventh by the national 
grange. 
The subordinate and county granges 
provide fine opportunities for the social, 
educational and financial co operation. 
Many Important community reforms and 
enterprise* have been Instituted and ex­ 
ecuted by these local granges; also most 
of the Important legislation and larger 
movements for agricultural and general 
welfare have been effected by the united 
appeals of farmers of th# local granges. 
The whole organisation, from the nation­ 
al grange to the subordinate grange^ I* 
close and well calculated for energetic, 
concerted effort. 
There are now forty 
grange states In the Union, with a total 
membership of not far from SOO.OOO 


Salaries of the Officer*. 
Subordinate and county grange officer* 
ar* paid no salaries, except where some 
granges elect to pay their secretaries * 
nominal sum for his or ber service*. 
In 
the state granges tho roaster, lecturer, 
secretary and* treasurer are the only of­ 
ficers who receive salaries, and thess vary 
In different states 
They are fixed at th* 
annual meetings of the state ganges. 
New York, being the largest grange 
state and requiring moat work from Its 
officer*, pay* them best The master re­ 
ceiv es |1,M0 a year and expense#, the 
secretary 11.200 and expenses, the treas­ 
urer IIM. 
Executive committeemen re­ 
ceive $3 per diem and expense# when In 
the service of the grange, and grange 
speakers have the same pay 
in the na­ 
tional grange the m aster receives ROO, ex­ 
penses and 13 per day for traveling duty; 
lecturer $400. expenses and 13 per day for 
traveling duty: secretary. 11.300 and ex­ 
penses; treasurer. $500 and expenses; ex­ 
ecutive committee. 13 per day and ex­ 
penses while on duty; other officers and 
voting members expenses while on duty. 
Fee* and Duet. 
Th# minimum Initiation fees permitted 
by the national grange bylaws are ll for 
men and 60 cents for women, and In most 
states these are the prevailing fees. The 
minimum dues allowed are $1.20 per year, 
and these are the prevailing dues In near­ 
ly every grange state. 
Each subgrange 
pays to the state grange 28 cents of each 
initiation fee and 7 cents per quarter on 
each member. 
The state grange pays I 
cents per member annually to the national 
grange. The Initiation fee for the Pomona 
grange degree Is usually 60 cents and the 
dues whatever the Pomona grange deter­ 
mines. 
Usually these are very low. 
Po­ 
mona grange* pay no dues or fees to the 
state grange. Sixth or state grange Initi­ 
ation fee Is ll and the same for the sev­ 
enth or national grange degree. 
The moneys of the local granges are 
used for the benefit of the local branches 
aa the members choose. 
As each grange 
keeps for Itself 92 cents out of each $130 
received annually from each member this 
In good sized granges Is usually ample for 
current expenses 
Added to thl* I* the 
amount from Initiation fees. 
Many aub- 
granges which have a surplus each year 
have Invested the accumulations prof­ 
itably. 
Juvenile granges ar# provided for chil­ 
dren too young to be taken Into the reg- 
elar subgrangea. 


W itness Declares Hines Told the Gov­ 
ernor “It Was All Settled, Don’t Stop 
at Anything.” 


Suringfleid, 111., April 26.—Governor 
Deneen issued a statem ent in which 
he em phatically denies th at he ever 
held a long distance telephone con­ 
versation with Edward Hines, such as 
was related before the Lorim er prob­ 
ers by W. H. Cook. 
Cook declared that Hines, believing 
that he was talking to form er Gover­ 
nor Yates, told Deneen over the ’phone 
some 
secrets 
regarding the use of 
money to effect Lorim er’s election as | 
United States senator. 
John Pfeffers, form er private secre­ 
tary to Albert J. Hopkins, testified 
that form er State Senator George M. 
McCormick, ten days before Lorim er’s 
election, said that he (McCormick) 
had been offered $2500 provided he 
would vote for Lorim er for senator. 
Cook, an official of the Virginia A 
Ilainey Lake Lumber company, of Du­ 
luth, Mina., adm itted that he held a 
conference with Hines in th* Grand 
Pacific hotel, in Chicago, shortly after 
the election of Lorimer to be United 
States senator. 
Cook testified that Hines m et him 
and a Mr. Turrish, another lumber 
man, from Duluth, in a hotel. 
“ How are things 
going down at 
W ashington?” T urrish asked Hines, 
testified Cook. 
“Like h— 
replied Hines. 
Cook then stated that Hines said he 
decided the lumber interests needed 
a better senator at W ashington and 
that Lorimor bad been selected as the 
proper mau to take care of the tariff 
on lumber. 
“During 
our 
talk 
the 
telephone 
rang,” said Cook. “I answ ered it, and 
the girl said: ’H ere’s Springfield; the 
governor is on the wire.’ 
“Hines said over the ’phone: ’It’s 
all settled, governor, iii be down to 
Springfield on the next train with all 
the money that will be needed. Don’t 
stop at anything.’ ” 
Cook said Hines later was greatly 
excited because he (H ines! said he 
had discovered that Instead of talking 
to form er Governor Yates he had by 
m istake beeu connected with Governor 
Deneen. 
C. F. Wiehe, Hine’s b rotherinlaw , 
requested that he be allowed to ask 
Cook some questions. W iehe was then 
brought into the com m ittee room and 
said to Cook: 
“ Did you send me a threatening let­ 
ter, which you asked me to give to 
Edward Hines, In which you said that 
unless Mr. Hines did certain things 
regarding 
the 
Virginia and Rainey 
Lake Lumber company you would ex­ 
pose him in connection with his ac­ 
tivity Sn aiding Mr. Ixurimer’s elec­ 
tion?" 
Cook adm itted having sent such a 
letter. 
Wiehe 
then asked whether 
Cook had threatened to sell his stork 
In the Virginia and Rainey Ijike Lum- 
l>er company to 1000 colored persons 
to compromise Hines as head of the 
company. 
Cook denied that he hod 
done so. 
The letters from Cook to W iehe and 
from Cook to F. E. W eyerhauser, in 
which Cook demanded 
that 
Hines 
withdraw as president of the Virginia 
and Rainey [.ake Lumber company or 
suffer exposure li^ connection with the 
I»rim er affair, were produced. In one 
letter Cook declared th at unless Him** 
withdraw, he would publicly expose 
his alleged corrupt practices in the 
election of Lorimer.

A well graded and well drained earth 
road Is necessary for the foundation 
of any kind of an improved road; there­ 
fore money expended on such work Is 
not lost even though it be several years 
before the road receives a hard sur­ 
face, says Frank F. Rogers, deputy 
state highway commissioner of Michi­ 
gan. 
J 
The cost of grading depends upon the 
kind and am ount of earth th at m ost be 
handled and the distance It has to be 
moved. 
W here old roads have been 
regarded for the purpose of building 
state rew ard roads in Michigan the 
cost has usually run from $200 to $400 
a mile, $300 being a fair average. 
A 
few hilly roads have been g ra d t^ a t a 
cost of more than $2,000 a mile. 
In clay soils trenches should be cut, 
making outlets into the side ditches 
for w ater th at may collect In the gravel 
bed during construction and later be­ 
fore th* surface becomes hard and wa­ 
terproof. 
Next to proper drainage the most 
Im portant 
thing In 
building gravel 
roads Is to secure a good quality of 
gravel. 
The average township com­ 
missioner and farm ers generally have 
become so imbued with the Idea that 
it is necessary to use a gravel that 
will pack quickly that they have al­ 
most lost sight of the fact that the only 


Iron Workers Prefer Charges Against 
Counsel, Prosecutor and Chauffeur, 
Alleging McNamara Was Kidnepped 


After His Arrest. 


Indlonapolls, Ind., April 26.—Backed 
by all the influence of organized labor 
as represented in this city by the in- 
fernallouai wincers and six organiza­ 
tions, a movement has beeu started to 
force the return here of J. J. McNa­ 
mara, secretary treasurer of the Iron 
W orkers, on the ground that he was 
taken unlawfully from th© state. 
The proceedings began when W il­ 
liam J. Burns, the detective; W alter 
Drew, of New York; W. J. Ford, of 
Lob Angeles, and Frank Fox, driver of 
the automobile in which McNamara 
was taken from the city, were arrest­ 
ed and placed under $10,000 bonds 
each. 
G. A. Badorf, agent for Drew, was 
also arrested and sent to jail until 
boud could be arranged. 
The general charge against the men 
is th at they conspired to take McNa­ 
m ara out of the state “without due 
process of law.” 
It is alleged that McNamara did not 
have an opportunity to consult coun­ 
sel and resist extradition after his a r­ 
rest last Saturday evening. After Gov- 
ernor Marshill had honored requisition 
papers for McNamara, M agistrate Col­ 
lins turned him over to Sergeant Hos- 
sick, of Los Angeles. He was put into 
an autom obile driven by Fox and tak­ 
en to Chicago Saturday night, bound 
for Los Angeles, to answer an indict­ 
ment charging him with complicity In 
a dynam ite explosion at the Llewellyn 
Iron works. 
The affidavits against Drew, Ford 
and Fox were m ade by J. J. Reagan. 
a labor union leader of Indianapolis 
and a m em ber of the Indiana legisla­ 
ture. 
McNamara was arrested on Satur­ 
day night for alleged complicity In the 
dynam iting of the Los Angeles Times 
building, and a requisition having been 
signed by the governor, was taken 
out of Indianapolis in an automobile 
and sent to Ixia Angeles. 
It is charged that though McNa­ 
m ara was not turned over to a detec­ 
tive sergeant from lx>» Angeles until 
Governor Marshall had honored requi­ 
sition papers from the governor of 
California, he had not been perm itted 
to consult with counsel or to make a 
plea of resistance to extradition be­ 
fore Police Judge Collins when he was 
identified as the man named in the 
warrant for his arrest. 
It was In Fox’s automobile that Mc­ 
Namara was taken to Chicago on Sat­ 
urday night, to be placed aboard a 
train for lx>s Angeles. 
At a meeting of the principal ©Ai­ 
rers of most of th e unions which have 
international headquarters in Indian­ 
apolis, held at the building of the 
United Brotherhood of C arpenters and 
Joiners of 
America, the 
Structural 
Iron W orkers were 
assured of 
the 
support of other unions. 
The meeting was attended also by a 
few men prom inent In the labor move­ 
ment In Indianapolis. Secrecy Is be­ 
ing m aintained as to the details of af­ 
fairs which were discussed. It is ad­ 
mitted that the purpose was to con­ 
sider the McNamara case in its aspect 
as a capitalistic effort against organ­ 
ized labor. 
Presum ably to take the leadership 
of the legal contest that will be waged 
by the labor leaders on t>ehalf of J. 
J. McNamara and other union B ien 
who have been arrested on charges of 
dynamiting. Clarence S. Darrow, of 
Chicago, Is in Indianapolis arid began 
an investigation of 
the dynam iting 
cases.

Annapolis, Md., April ”6.—Spa creek 
gave up the second of tho bodies to 
the dual m ystery that has baffled the 
local authorities for nearly two weeks, 
when the body of Miss Alice Shores, 
who disappeared with her younger sis­ 
ter, Mrs. Dora H. White, on the night 
of April 5, and whose body was re­ 
covered on Sunday, came to the sur­ 
face. 
W hether the women came to their 
deaths by drowning by accident or 
suicidal intent or by violence is still 
being probed by the authorities. 
Though the face of 
Miss Shores 
bears several pronounced m arks of 
discoloration, nothing in the way of 
the severe bruises as marked the face 
and neck of Mrs. W hite was discov­ 
ered when the body was takeu from 
the water.

thing which makes a gravel road bet­ 
ter than an earth road Is the pebbles— 
real stones—that It contains. 
The most common m aterial sought 
after for the hinder in gravel roads is 
clay. 
B ul considering all kinds of 
weather, It is probably the poorest ce­ 
menting m aterial we have. 
If present 
much in excess of 20 per cent of the 
mass it will make mud whenever there 
is a prolonged wet spell. 
Ideal clay 
gravels contain only enough clay to 
coat the pebbles, with no free lumps. 
Such gravels are excellent for the first 
layer on sandy soils, hut sand gravels 
are much better for the first layer on 
clay and loamy soils. 
To reduce the am ount of spreading 
to the minimum it is advisable to place 
the gravel on the nine foot roadbed 
by dumping two loads side by side, 
stringing them out Just far enough to 
make the required depth. 
Usually the gravel should be placed 
on the rood commencing at the end of 
the road nearest the gravel supply so 
that the team s will ald in packing. As 
soon ss the thirty or forty rods of 
gravel have been spread on the road 
it should be harrowed with a spike 
tooth barrow, preferably one of the 
lever type. If but few team s are haul­ 
ing the harrow may be used tw’lc# 
daily—Just 
before quitting 
time at 
noon and again at night 
If a hundred yurds or so of gravel 
■re hauled to the road doily one team 
should be working on the harrow all 
the time. 
The harrowing should be 
done the sam e for both courses. 
As 
soon as the gravel has been well wet 
by rains It should he rolled with the 
hest roller available. 
Gravel roads are popular In Michi­ 
gan for the following reasons: 
Because 
they are durable and satisfactory; be- 
rause they are easily built and easily 
repaired, requiring no expensive ma­ 
chinery; because the first cost Is low; 
because they draw a relatively large 
state reward, frequently one-third or 
more of their cost; because they are a 
labor proposition from start to finish 
and keep all the money spent in their 
construction at home. 
If you bar* 
gravel, build a gravel road.

Democrats Declare They Intend to Re­ 


vise tha Entire Tariff Schedule by 


Schedule. 


W ashington, A pril 26.—The m inority 
report from th e Republican m em bers 
of the w ays and m eans com m ittee in 
the house m akes a bitter attack on 
the “fiy m e rs’ free list bill.” R epresen­ 
tative U nderw ood, chairm an of th a t 
body, declared the D em ocrats intended 
to revise tb e en tire tariff schedule by 
schedule. 
The m inority report declares that 
tho D em ocrats are seeking only to 
gain political capital by the introduc­ 
tion of a bill appealing to one < lass of 
citizens, a ssertin g th a t th e best Inier- 
ests of all classes will be .served by 
tne adjournm ent of congress w ithout 
further legislation as soon as the re­ 
ciprocity bill is w ritten into law. 
Mr. U nderw ood’s declaration cam e 
in explaining th e free list bill, which 
ho declared w as only a sta rt in the 
tariff legislation which the D em ocratic 
party contem plated. He also asserted 
th a t the bill w as not simply “soothing 
syrup” for th e farm er, but th a t it was 
intended to allev iate in a m easure tbe 
high cost of living. 
The R epublican statem ent says: 
“The pending bill was ordered re 
ported not only w ithout investigation, 
but w ithout th e sem blance of consid­ 
eration by th e com m ittee. It was s la t­ 
ed in th e com m ittee th at It would re 
duce revenue about $1,500,000, and It 
is now ad m itted that it will cut down 
the revenue by m ore than 110,000,000, 
and later adm issions are likely to sub­ 
stantially increase this am ount. 
“The m easu re was christened by its 
authors ‘th e farm ers' free* list bill’ and 
It rep resen ts a tran sp aren t attem pt at 
the m an u factu re of political capital. In 
view of th e title, which its friends 
have given it, it would at least have 
been proj>er to investigate the effect 
it is likely to have upon the agricul­ 
tural Interests. 
“The presid en t of the United S tates 
felt it his duty to call congress in 
special session to consider the C ana­ 
dian reciprocity bill. That bill has al­ 
ready been acted upon by the house, 
and instead of bringing forw ard tariff 
bills, ill-considered or not considered 
at all, for the purpose of adm inister­ 
ing political soothing syrup to par 
Ocular classes of population, the un­ 
dersigned a re of the opinion th at the 
in terest of th e farm er and everybody 
else will be subserved if the country 
is spared from further political exploi­ 
tation and fu rth e r legislation at the 
present tim e and adjournm ent is ta k ­ 
en prom ptly after tbe reciprocity bill 
shall have been finally acted upon.” 
The free list bill has been placed 
before the house. It th rea ten s to lead 
to alm ost endless debate before it is 
finally passed aloug to th e senate 
A m endm ents already are beginning 
to pour in and efforts are being made 
by free trad e D em ocrats to enlarge 
the scope of the m easure. 
The bill as introduced by Mr. Un 
dons nod, th e D em ocratic leader, would 
place m ore than PH) articles used by 
the farm ers on the free list. 
R epresentative 
Underwood, 
ch air­ 
man of th e ways and m eans com m it­ 
tee, opened the debate. In explaining 
th e proposed m easure he acknow ledg 
ed th a t It would mean a reduction in 
revenues of at least $10,0 0 0 ,tx rn a year, 
but declared that this would be m ore 
than m et by governm ent econom ies. 
Mr. Underwood announced th a t this 
was only th e beginning of tb e Demo­ 
cratic revision of tile tariff

On* of tho Most Popular of tho La«*d 
Type of Swine. 
Berkshire hogs have good disposi­ 
tions. are good looking anim als and 
ire first class feeders, says a South Da­ 
kota swine raiser in the Orange Judd 
Farm er. 
The sows are good mothers, 
good m ilkers and raise large, even lit­ 
ters of pigs. 
They are better hustlers 
than some other breeds and can be fat­ 
tened alm ost at any age. There is al­ 
ways a dem and for them on the east­ 
ern m arket, and they seem to me to 
be one of the best bacon hogs. 
I also 
prefer the Berkshire breed because 
they seem to be more healthy. 
Another hog grower has the follow­ 
ing to say of the m anagement of the 
sow at farrow ing time: 
The first day after farrow ing give 
the sow nothing but a little water. 
For several days feed her sparingly, 
and the little pigs will c’**an out her

udder and prevent its caking. 
We do 
not feed corn or cornmeal to sows 
Buckling litters. 
It has a* tendency to 
dry up the milk aud give the pigs the 
scours. The best of all food is separa­ 
tor milk. 
After the pigs are two 
weeks old feed the sow milk and 
w heat middlings or ground oats or 
ground barley, making n thin slop, all 
she will eat up clean twice a day. Let 
them suckle the sow until two m onth! 
or ten weeks old, for the best part of 
their nourishm ent <*oines through her. 
W hen the pigs are three or four weeks 
old fix a place out of reach of the sow 
where they can have access to a low, 
flat trough and feed milk. 
As soon as 
they eat It eagerly add the following 
ration: Five pounds of ollmeal, ten 
pounds w heat middlings, fifteen pounds 
cornmeal mixed. 
Add milk and give 
them all they will eat up clean w ithin 
tw enty minutes. 
We feed the pigs 
three tim es a day while they are suc­ 
kling and five times a day after they 
are weaned. 
After a month drop to 
three tim es dally. 
For fattening hogs 
Increase the corn after they weigh 125 
pounds, but 
for breeding p u rin e s 
omit the corn. 
If you haven’t milk 
mix the food for the small pigs with 
hot w ater and feed It w arm and sweet. 


Petit Suits# or Cream Cheese. 
Petit Suisse cheese is essentially the 
same as Neufchatei, but differs slight­ 
ly in shai>e. 
According to bulletin 108 
of the United States departm ent of 
agriculture It la made as follows: 
The milk, preferably frosh, Is set at 
85 degrees F. with only so much ren 
net as Is nec essary to secure the de­ 
sired coagulation In tw enty-four hours 
In summer and from 
thirty-six to 
forty-eight bourn in winter. 
The curd 
is them inclosed in cheesecloth and 
drained for twelve hours, after which 
It is subjected to pressure for another 
lyrical of twelve hours. 
It is then 
thoroughly kneaded by hand or In the 
larger factories by m eans of a curd 
mil) and preseed into tin cylinders 
ubout two inches in diam eter and 
three Inches high. 
The cheeses* are re­ 
moved from the molds, salted and re 
placed. 
Afcer draining for twenty- 
four hours I hey are transferred to the 
so called drying room, where they be­ 
come covered with w hite and later 
with blue molds. They ure then taken 
to the curiug cellar, where the r u in ­ 
ing process Is continued for three to 
four weeks. 
The appearance of red 
sis it s on the surface Is taken as an 
Indication that the ru in in g has pro­ 
gressed far enough. 
The cheese*# are 
then wrapped In tin foil and marketed

er the horse Is brought to the 
barn. 
Feed hay and when the 
animal is thoroughly cooled give 
Hll the w ater he desires, after 
which feed the grain. 
At night 
feel! the same as at noon, only 
give more hay. 
In fact, feed as 
much hay at night as is given at 
both morning and noon meals. 
When a horse Is working hard 
and is fed large quantities of 
grain it la found advisable once 
a week to give a bran mash for 
the evening meal. The bran acts 
as a laxative and prevents Indi­ 
gestion and possibly a case of 
colic.

A fter applying the first course of 
oil sufficient earth should Is? graded on 
to absorb the oil. Du a two and a half 
gallon treatm ent to the square yard 
four Inches of hose earth should be 
gradfsl In and then be thoroughly 
soaked with w ater aud the tangling 
process begun. 
As soon as the taunt­ 
ing roller begins to raise to the surface 
a disk harrow with the blades set at 
an angle should Is* employed to stir 
and help mix the oil with the earth. 
The greater part of (lie work of pre­ 
paring the road for treatm ent can ba 
done with a traction engine aud h road 
machine. 
Tile earth can be drawn 
back either by a road machine or a 
road leveler, the latter boing much 
more rapid Had leaving the road in al­ 
most a perfect cross section. 
The oil 
should be hauled in a distributing 
wagon built for th at purj>ose which 
holds about •!• to to 800 gallons, and it 
will require two team s. 
One to two 
team s will be necessary on the disk 
harrow and two team s on the tamping 
roller. The work of grading the earth 
on the oil should follow closely the 
placing of the oil to prevent It cooling 
and assist In the mixing. 
There Is very little danger of using 
too much water. 
The w etter the ma­ 
terials are the more thoroughly tip oil 
aud earth can be mixed.

Experiments In Dust Preventive* and 
Binders Being Mads. 


During the past year the work of 
the office of public roads of the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture relative to the 
investigation of the problems of dust 
prevention and road preservation has 
advanced rapidly. 
Routine tests or 
analyse* of bituminous road m aterials 
made in the laboratories during the 
past year were m ore‘than double th# 
num ber made during the preceding 
year. 
A number of these exam inations 
were made Iii conjunction with th* 
experim ental field work of the office. 
it la ex pert «sl that these exam inations 
will lie of great service In determining 
the value of certain classes of hinders, 
as the exjierimental w ork U carefully 
Insfiei ted front tim e to time, and th* 
results are made a m atter of record. 
Through Its laboratory work th# of­ 
fice has I teen able to offer valuable 
advice lit regard to specifications for 
bituminous road binders aud In many 
Instances to fram e Burh s|»eciAoatlona 
ti|*on request of various public service 
bodies 
A iiumtier of the state high­ 
way commissions have profited by this 
op|Mirtunity. 
Many worthies# road preparation* 
have I teen and are a t present tieing 
m anufactured and sold to the public 
through Ignorance on the (Mart of both 
producer and consum er with regard 
to the requisite characteristic# of such 
m aterials to meet 
l«x*al conditions. 
These m aterials are sold under trade 
names aud an a rule carry no valid 
guaranty of quality. 
Rf tee mentions for Bilch m aterial* alw 
therefore much needed for the protec­ 
tion of the public, and this phase of 
the work will Im* given continued a t­ 
tention by the office. 
8(>ecial Investi­ 
gations of bituminous road m aterials 
carried on by the laboratory have cov­ 
ered improvements In the methods of 
analyt*, the effect of various methods 
of distillation upon the physical and 
chemical proi»ertles of tars and the 
development of a test for determ ining 
the binding value of bitumens. 


OILING ROADS CHEAP. 


Hew Evanston (III.) Highways Ar* 
Kept Dustless. 
A noiseless, asphalt like road Mir 
face, dustless—whleh asphalt la not— 
and luudless, new every year and at 
a cost no greater than for the sprin­ 
kling of ordinary roada or pavements, la 
made iHscdhle by the use of what is 
left of petroleum after kerosene, gas­ 
oline and paraffin have been removed— 
that In, lf the road upon which It Is 
used Is macadam. 
Francis Bussell 
In the Popular Mechanics Mags tine 
tells how this has been dem onstrated 
on the roads of Evanston, a wealthy 
suburb of Chicago. 
He says that the city buys the road 
oil at 3 centH a gallon. It is delivered 
in tank cars of the standard type, 
which cars are run on to a aiding and 
held until the oil la used up on the 
street*). The average application is one- 
quarter gallon to a square yard. 
The force required for the work 
does Dot exceed eight men. 
On# of 
this number is a foreman, paid a wage 
of $3 per day, and the other seven, 
atationed at the tank car to ald in 
pumping the oil out when this is nec­ 
essary, receive |2 per day. 


Read Near Topeka.
